STERILIZED MILK FOR THE POOR 


Northwestern University Settlement 
Resumes Its Sale in the Sixteenth 
How It Is Prepared. 


The sale of sterilized milk to the poor of 
the Sixteenth Ward has been resumed for 
the summer by the Northwestern Univer- 
sity settlement. The project was launched 
last summer and proved so satisfactory that 
it has been revived with the return of hot 
weather. Led by Mrs. Henry Wade Rogers, 
the women of the settlement have been car- 
rying on a war against germ-infested milk 
for over a year. Now comes the Illinois 
Society for the Prevention of Consumption, 
which to morrow will begin working for an 
ordinance to inspect all milk and prevent the 
sale of that found to be tuberculous. 

The purified milk, which is sold to all 
who seek it, is prepared in this way: Every 
morning the supply, fresh from the country.
